A Little Negro Boy Who POSMUJM » M«r- 


veloiu Memory. 


A couple of dozen gentlemen assembled 


in Parlor L of the Astor Bouse to wit- 
ness the remarkable performances of a 
little blind negro boy from Texas, who 
has attracted a great deal of attention in 
the southern states by reason of his mar- 
velous quickness in learning words and 
their uses and performing many remark- 
able mental feats. He is a httle over 
8 years of age and has, it is said, a com- 
mand of over five thousand words. 


For an hour or more the little fellow 


amazed his visitors, answering without 
an instant's hesitation and apparently de- 
riving the keenest enjoyment from the 
wonder which his replies aroused. He 
takes rank with and even surpasses 
Blind Tom as an untaught wonder, and 
that the African race should have pro- 
duced two such prodigies was a subject 
of comment among those who heard the 
boy. 


The namo of this wonder is Oscar 


Moore, called "Professor Moore" by those 
having him in charge. He is a little 
taller than the seat of an ordinary chair, 
and can walk under a table without 
btooping 
Save that his head Is remark- 


ably large and he has no nose, he does 
not differ in appearance from hundreds 
of "pickaninnies" to be met throughout 
the south. He dresses in short skirts, 
makes mud pies for amusement arid can 
make as much noise as an able bodied 
man. 


In ordei to bring this midget into sight 


H. P. X. Hamrnel, of Austin, Tex., who 
has him iii charge, yesterday placed him 
on a chair in tho middle of a large table. 
Everybody piesent was handed a little 
book containing some thousand or more 
difficult questions, pieces of poetry and 
arithmetical tests, which Oscar could 
rattle off, together with speeches on the 
tariff, chapters out of the Bibloand other 
things at will. 


Mr. Hammel explained that Oscar was 


born on a farm seven miles from Waco, 
Tex., Aug. 19, 1885; that both of his 
parents aro uneducated negroes who had 
been slaves before the war, and that 
when hardly 1 year of age he learned 
whole sentences which were spoken in 
his presence, and first manifested a de- 
eire to talk by doing a sum in mental 
arithmetic which one of his sisters was 
unable to perform correctly. The boy is 
said to be perfectly healthy. One of the 
gentlemen present asked the question: 


"How 
many languages are spoken in 


the world.'" 


"Two thousand seven hundred and 


fifty," came the answer promptly, and 
then the little fellow clapped his hands 
and laughed to himself to think how 
smart he was. 
"Where 13 the largest bell in the world 


and how much does it weigh?" asked 
another. 


"Moscow, Russia. How much does It 


weigh? 432,000 pounds." 


"Which is the highest moundin in the 


United States.'" 


Mount bt. Elias, in the Rocky mount- 


ains." 


'How high is it?" 
'Seventeen thousand eight hundred 


and fifty feet." 


"Now, 
OMMr, sing a song," said Mr. 


lammcl. Then the little tellow asked 
vhat kind of a song and Mr. Hammel 
aid the gentleman wanted a song about 
nmself. Thereupon he climbed down 
rom Ins seat and sang a little song de- 
scriptive of himself. Oscar joined in the 
.pplauso whicii greeted this performance 
jnu then made lus great speech upon the 
:ariff, which consisted of about five 
lundred words, and was fully as good as 
many of those delivered hi congress over 
ha Mills bill.—New York World

if I failed to send home a kangaroo, dead 
or alive, before 3 o'clock, I should expect 
to find the kitten served up for eupper in 
the latest Chinese style. But your happy, 
thought saved her. 


"You see we all got tired eating the 


same things day after day, and so last 
month wo agreed that during December 
we would begin and eat up (or rather 
down) the alphabet, taking one letter a 
day, 
with bread, potatoes, tea and coffee 


thrown in as staples. 
• "So Dec. 1 we inaugurated the dietary 
system with a bill of fare consisting of 
apples in many forms, apricots pickled, 
asparagus, almonds and the staples. The 
next day's menu was beef, beete, beans, 
biscuits, buttermilk, bacon and bon bons. 


"The following day wo feasted on 


chicken, codfish balls, clams, celery, cu- 
cumbers (fifty cents each), crabs, cheese, 
cake, crackers, crullers, carrots, canned 
currants, canned cherries, citrons, cider, 
catsup and candy. And so it has gone 
on. 
• 
"The fifth day would have been a fast 


day had it not been for pggs, but wo 
made an Easter of it. 
Yesterday wo 


dined, breakfasted and supped chiefly on 
jellies. Today your kidney suggestion 
saves us from starvation, while to-mor- 
row we will grow fat on liver, lamb, 
lobster, lettuce, etc. 


"A queer thing about our new food 


departure is the number of tilings it 
has led us to put in our mouths which 
we never thought of before."—Buffalo 
Express. 


Thread Spools. 


Among the peculiar industries which 


flourish in western Maine is the making 
of thread spools. 
They are cut from 


smooth, white birch Umber—a wood 
which works easily—by various kinds 
of improved machines. There are nu- 
merous mills throughout the lumbering 
region, where tho birch is sawed into 
strips about four feet long and from one 
to two inches in width and thickness. 
These strips then go to tho spool facto- 
ries, to bo converted into spools. Tho 
processes they are put through are nu- 
merous, and one of them, the method of 
polishing them, ia quito interesting. A 
barrel is filled nearly full of them and 
then revolved by means of machinery 
and belting until the spools are worn 
smooth by rubbing one against another. 
Spool manufacturing is the most im- 
portant industry in several of the vil- 
lages of Oxford county, and will doubt- 
less continue so until the supply of 
white birch timber is exhausted. Tho 
manufacture of shoe pegs is another 
peculiar Maine industry, though shared 
in to some extent by other New England 
states, These are cut from maple and 
white birch by machinery, and are worth 
at the factory from thirty-five to ninety- 
five cents a bushel. The compressing of 
sawdust is also a flourishing business in 
Bangor in that state. There is a firm 
there styling itself a "compress com- 
pany," who convert sawdust and shav- 
ings into solid bales by compression, 
which finds icady sale in the large east- 
ern cities.—Tmibenaan.

So expert "do they become that in war 
they frequently drag their enemies from 
their saddles by a skillful cast of the 
rope. Somo of my younger friends hero 
seem to me to live on hor&eback.

They havo the 
good fortune to live in a country which 
enjoys a climate which makes out-of- 
door life possible all the year round, and 
tho country lad, continually on horse- 
back, grows up straight, robust and 
daring.—Boston Herald Mexican Letter.

The called meeting of the 
Macon 


county board of supervisors was held in 
Treasurer Steele's office Thursday after- 
noon, commencing at 2 o'clock, to act on 
the state fair question, with Chairman 
Lenvitt m the chair, and all members 
present except Manecke, of Oakley, and 
Acuff, of Decatur. 


On motion of Supervisor Johnson, of 


Decatur, a coirimttee of three was ap- 
pointed to present resolutions formulat- 
ing the action of the board. Johnson, 
Smith, Brown, Menweather, and Houck 
were appointed as such committee. 


At the meeting of citizens held at the 


court house it was believed that the 
county 
ought 
to appropriate 810,- 


000 to improve the fair grounds, assum- 
ing that the whole outlay to meet the 
requirements of the state board would 
not exceed 823,000, but on a careful esti- 
mate of the cost being made on the stip- 
ulations as submitted, it was found that 
the expensd would reach about §35,000 
for the necessary improvements This 
fact was communicated to the supervis- 
ors, and while many were in favor of a 
820,000 appropriation, the committee 
concluded that 815,000 would be a proper 
recommendation
